REMARKS 

In response to the Final Office Action dated November 13, 2008, claims 1-100 have 
been canceled. Claims 101-179 have been added. 

On July 27, 2006, claims 1-34, 36-74 and 76-81 were allowed and renumbered as 
claims 1-79 (a copy of the Notice of Allowance documents is provided herewith). The 
Issue Fee was paid on August 29, 2006 (a copy of the issue payment documents is 
provided herewith). 

However, on August 29, 2006, a preliminary amendment for a Request for 
Continued Examination was also subsequently filed including a preliminary amendment. 
As a result, allowed claims 1-34, 36-74 and 76-81 were effectively canceled and new 
claims 82-100 were entered. 

Accordingly, Applicant has now canceled claims 1-100 and have added new 
claims 101-179, which correspond to claims 1-34, 36-74 and 76-81 (renumbered to 
claims 1-79) that were allowed on July 27, 2006. 

Therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that claims 101-179 are allowable as 
indicated on the Notice of Allowance of July 27, 2006. 

On the basis of the above, reconsideration of this application and its allowance are 
requested.
